The 
relation between perfectly clean athletics and ultimate swcce» 'a sometimes forgotten. Rule* of eh R ihiliiy are occasionally trans- 
lated w-jrh sufficient freedom to admit some athlete who would rial cnherwue be allowed lo compete. While ihw in ittelf » not 
neceswiTily a serious offence, it ha* a tendency to lower the standard of ihe college, 'lie effect on ihr scholarship of a team 
is well knoi™. Thi* cannai fail lo react on the college. 

The attitude of the student hody also Invite* the attention of those who dwmr a high ilandard of athletics. There are 
few who do not. 
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I he k-jnii jli«uJd hnvr thr hc^TtH'st support of *ll loyal students. This it quite as necessary in practice games *s in 
ehampsonship rontC*!'. This, hohVCYer, ii not the Otil* rn|uiitti-. No onu rhould Ik blindr-d l>y piirlisjn s]iirH llul lie cannot 
recognize the Kood joints nf an oppHMinR iram. Couratre. ability and determination aTe quite as desirable qualities in one's 
oppdnrni! .is in his warmest friends. They should receive l3w same recognition. I'roper appreciation of a skillful play cm 
the part of an opponent is not ineensislAnl with loyal and hearty support of the home team. 

The University of Montana is on terras of the utmost ^ood fellowship v^th all of thoie colleges with which it has held 
contest* m the past. Defeat has sometimes been our portion; a» often, victory. Many contests with distant colleges show thai 
we are entitled to r*tik amonn the strongest institutions of the West.
